‘nomic conditions abroad have caused much. speculation as to the outcoine 


of the present situation, Great Britain, always an important trading na- 
tion, has, because of the serious dollar shortage there, been forced to look 
More and more to those countries which are within the sterling area for 
the goods which she must import. Consequently in Canada, which is.a 
“dollar country” there is some anxiety as to whether Britain will continue 
to buy the greater part of her imported food supplies here, or whether 
much of this trade may be diverted to countries within the sterling area. 
There is reason-for some concern over this matter, since theré are many 
indications that Britain intends to increase her purchases of food in those 
countries where the dollar shortage is not a consideration.

It is believed that Australia may become one ims 
May Become portant competitor in supplying the British food 
+ market. Recently, Sir Henry Turner, of the United 
A Competitor Kingdom Food Ministry, commenting on. discus- 
sions which has taken place with the Australian government regarding 
large scale food production there, said that Australia could become “‘a vast 
granary for Britain and much of Europe.” The British colonial territories 
in Africa and other parts of the world are likewise increasing food produc- 
tion and may soon be in a position to send supplies to the United Kingdom. 
A plan to raise millions of pigs, to supply bacon to the British market, is 
now under way-in Queensland, and it is also planned to sow large areas irr 
sunflowers, from which oil can be obtained to make margarine, which is 
widely used in Britain.

There are also plans for great expansion in the 
Plan Expansion production of meat and eggs in Australia. .In East 
Africa arrangements are being made to raise vast 
In Australia crops of ground nuts, a source of fats and oils, 
and food production is being encouraged in other areas where dollars are 
not required for trade. At present the world food situation is such that 
there are markets for all that is produced, and we have recently. been warn- 
ed that Canadians will be required to experince shortages in some things 
as a result of this country’s participation in the European Recovery Pro- 
gram. There ‘is no doubt, however, but that the future is uncertain, and 
that in all probability there will be many adjustments in the pattern of 
world trade. It is to be hoped that Canada will not find markets for her 


farm products depleted as a result of this apparently inevitable adjustment.

Salt, unless perfectly dry, has a 
tendency to cake and make it diffi- 
cult, if not impossible, to remove the 
eggs. The dampness may come from 
the eggs themselves, hence this 
method of packing is not generally 
practiced. 

Lime Method: The lime solution is 
made by slaking three pounds of 
good quicklime in.a small amount of 
water. Add the milk of the lime thus, 
formed to three gallons of water. 
Keep the mixture well stirred for a 
day, then allow the excess of lime 
to settle and use only the clear liquid. 

Some people prefer to add salt to 
the mixture, using about %4 as much 
salt as lime. They claim that the 
eggs keep better and have a better 
flavor. This solution is extensively 
used, however, it is generally conced- 
ed that the lime solution requires 
more time and attention in prepara- 
tion, and the results are no better 
than when using water-glass. 

Water-Glass: Eggs preserved in 
water-glass will keep several months 
and ‘can be used for all kinds of cook- 
ing—can be scrambled, fried or 
poached, but can not be boiled unless 
a hole is made in the large end of 
the egg with a pin or needle to per- 
mit the air to escape. The yolk, in 
water-glass preserved eggs, is liable 
to break casily and the white be- 
comes watery gnd does not beat up 
well. 

When preserving in . water-glass 
use a five-gallon crock or jar, being 
sure it is thoroughly clean and dry. 
Bring nine quarts of water to boiling 
point and, when cool, place it in”the 
crock.’ Add:.one quart of water- 
glass (sodium silicate), and stir and 
mix thoroughly. Put in the eggs. 

This quantity will be enough for 
preserving 14 to 15 dozen eggs, which 
may be immersed in the solution all 
at one time or added as they ac- 
cumulate, 

Be sure that the solution is always 
at least two inches above the eggs 
at all times. Gover the crock to pre- 
vent evaporation.

Trend Worries 
Great Britain 


Fear Within Next 20 
Years Nation Will Be . 
Composed Mostly Of Very 
‘Young And Old 
LONDON. — 
shadow of an impending population 
crisis, 
That is the opinion of poulation 
experts who warn the country is in 


| danger of becoming a land composed 


mostly of the very young and the 


[very old within the next 20 years. 


The reasons, they say, are a retreat 


‘|from parenthood and a draining’ of 


middle-aged. groups through migra- 
tion. 

Those are the main findings of a 
report just issued by Political and 
Economic Planning, an independent, 
non-party, fact-finding organization. 
It has been probing population 
trends since 1938. _ 

To counter these population ‘pros- 
pects for Britain, the report suggest- 
ed adopticn of a “population policy” 
by the government.* This should 
strive to increase the average family 
to 214 children and create conditions 
where people will want, as well as 
be able, to have “four or five’ chil- 
dren. 

The report predicted that Britain’s 
population of 45,000,000 will be down 
1,830,000 in 1970, At the same time 
that of western, central and north- 
ern Europe will be. down by 9,000,- 
000, that of southern and eastern Eu- 
rope up by 27,000,000 and that of 
Russia. up by 77,000,000. 

The report also suggested that in 
the next 20 years population growth 
would halt in Canada, Australia, the 
United States and among. white 
South Africans. But it expects to 
continue “for several generations” in 
South America. 

The report said that migration of 
the young and -vigorous to the Do- 
minions~can only make Britain’s age 
structure still more disadvantageous. 
This could be prevented only if the 
Dominions accept “an appropriate 
percentage of those who are a burden 
on the community.””But prospects 
of other countries admitting’ a cross- 
section of Britain’s population “are 
probably slight.” 

The report also found that the 
present inercastd- birthrate in Bri- 
tain may well be a temporary conse- 
quence of the war. It expected num- 
bers soon would cease to increase and 
the population of elderly people “will 
grow from year to year.”

servicing of tractors. Many farmers 
would welcome such a Service, but 
until it is available adjustments and 
minor repairs must be left to their 
own experience and ingenuity, There 
is a right way and a wrong way to 
service any tractor to increase its 
trouble-free life. 

Rain water or soft water should 
be used in the radiator. Lime de- 
“posits (scale) from hard water pre- 
vent the cooling water from coming 
into contact with the cylinder walls, 
causing excessive heating. Radiafor 
passages will also be coated, pre- 
venting the water from being cooled 
by the fan, and may even prevent 
Proper circulation through the radia- 
tor. 

If only hard water is available, the 
cooling system should be flushed pe- 
riodically with a reliable solvent. 
Commercial compounds are available 
for the removal of scale. A rust pre~ 
ventive or a little soluble oil in the 
water will prolong radiator life and 
increase efficiency. 


Plugged Air Vents 


Another cause of overheating is 
the plugging of the radiator air vents 
by dirt. A screen will partially pro- 
tect the radiator, but it may be ne- 
cessary to blow it out occasionally 
with an air or water hose. Hose 
clamps and the fan belt should be 
kept tight. 

Because of dusty working condi- 
tions care must be taken to prevent 
dust from entering the cylinder head 
through the carbureter. If air enter- 
ing the cylinders is dust-laden the 
dir* will cause excesgive wear of the 


Handling a tractor can be heavy

pistons, rings, and cylinder walls— 
as owners of older type tractors will 


corroborate, Filtering of this air 
thus is a major need. 

In modern tractors the air has to 
pass through a bath of oil on its way 
and the pump 
must not be allowed to become filled 
with dirt.. The air cleaner should be 
removed after at least every 300 
hours of operation. Besides cleaning, 
the connections should be examined 
for leaks. 

Since the cap on the crankcase 
breather pipe is a small air cleaner, 
it also needs daily attention. Fre- 
quent washing in kerosene, followed 
by a dip in clean oil will keep it in 
good condition to do its job. 

The carbureter needle valve and 
seat should be examined, and replac- 
ed if worn. The float should be 
checked to see that it holds the fuel 
at the proper level. ‘The fuel line 
should also be checked. It may be 
clogged with dust. 

The oil filter cartridge should be 
replaced as directed, also whenever 
the cylinder oil has a “sludgy” ap- 
pearance when changed. 

Valve Gap, Clearance 

Adjustment of valve gap clearance 
Should be high on any list of periodic 
tractor checks, A thickness gauge, 
to check the gap clearance between 
_ the valve lifters and the ends of the 
valve stems, and. gap clearance of 
spark plugs and breaker points ‘iin 
the distributor, should be in every 
tractor operator’s tool box.

Chang- 
ing indiscriminately from one make 
of plug to another is not recommend- 
ed. Tractor manufacturers have test- 
ed various plugs and know which 
ones are best for their particular en- 
gines. , 

Where it is desired to burn distil- 
late or kerosene instead of gasoline, 
a change should be made in the type 
of plug” employed. Where gasoline 
is the fuel, a “cold” plug is used, and 
when the fuel is distillate or kero- 
sene, a “hot” plug is required. The 
“hot” plug is so made that more of 
the hot gases from the combustion 
chamber have access to it than is 
the case with the “cold” plug. This 
enables the “hot” plug to do a better 
job if igniting the slowef burning 
vapors in distillate or kerosene. 

Hydrometer For Battery . 

A hydrometer, preferably with a 
temperature adjustment © scale, is 
needed for a battery operated igni- 
tion system, The elecfrolyte at full 


charge should read 1.280, at half! 


charge, 1.225, and at discharge, 1.150. 
Battery terminal connections should 
be snug. Corroded or acid-soaked 
terminals may be cleaned with a so- 
lution made by dissolving ™% pound 
of soda in a quart of water. 
Impulse Starter Trouble 


In tractors without battery and 
starter arf impulse starter is general- 
ly used in connection with the mag- 
neto. It may give trouble because 
dust has got into it. All brushes on 
the magneto should work freely, and 


work if it is not in good shape. If 


make good contact with the distribu- 
tor disk, 

The breaker points in the distribu- 
tor of a battery-operated system are 
about the only other part likely to 
need attention during the busy sea- 
son. The rocker arm carrying the 
movable point must turn very freely 
on its pivot or it may stick, causing 
the spring to break. Clearance be- 
tween the points are checked with 
the thickness gauge. If they have 
become pitted they should be filed 
with a special file made for the pur- 
pose, and then readjusted. Rapid 
pitting usually is caused by a faulty 
condenser. A new condenser is the 
remedy. : . 

A less obvious aid it promoting 
trouble-free operation of the tractor 
is care in the handling of fuel and 
lubricating oil. Dirt can just as easily 
get into the cylinders or the crank- 
case in the gasoline or distillate, or 
in- the crankcase oil as in any other 
way. If they are kept in 45 gallon 
drums a shed should be provided to

New Brunswick 
Uses Unique 
Balloting Plan 


. FREDERICTON. — The system of 
balloting used in the June 28 New 
Brunswick general election is believ- 
ed unique in Canada. , 

Each party prints ballots contain- 
ing only the names of its own candi- 
dates; or @ voter can use a blank 
piece of paper supplied by the return- 
ing officer. Re ' 


When a voter enters the polling 


place: he is handed one party-printed 
ballot by each party contesting the 
seat, He is also given an_ initialed 
envelope by the returning officer. 
The voter enters the booth, marks 
the ballot of the party he wishes to 
support by placing the usual “X” af- 
ter each of the party’s candidates in 


the riding, and places it in the en-: 


velope. -He does not seal the en- 


velope. , 
The returning. officer examines the 
envelope to make sure it is the one 
furnishéd by him. Then, in the pres- 
ence’ of the voter, he drops it into 
the ballot box. ; 

If a voter requests it, the reurning 
officer will furnish a blank slip on 
which the voter may write or letter 
the names of candidates for whom he 
wishes to vote. 

When the ballots are being count- 
ed, any envelopes containing more 
than ofie ballot is classed spoiled and 
| all ballots in the envelope. are invalid. 

If he wishes, however, a voter may 

‘strike out any name appearing on 
the-party ballot and write in the 
name of another candidate. 
' In this way, a voter may use a 
party ballot but vote for members 
of another party or split his vote. 
Thus, in a riding where there are 
four candidates, a voter could vote 
for two on the party. ballot, strike 
out the. remaining two and add the 
names of the two candidates of an- 
other party. 

If he adds the name of a person 
not nominated as a candidate or adds 
more candidates than there are mem- 
bers to be elected in the riding, the 
ballot is spoiled.

The girls in her home economics 
class ‘prepared two sets df meals, 
each costing 88 cents in all for break- es 
fast, lunch and dinner. 

They don’t claim the following 
meals to be delicious; but they insist 
they're nutritious. : 


Breakfast would include a_ soft- 
boiled egg, two slices of wholesome 
toast, butter and grapefruit juice. 

One lettuce and cheese sandwich 
on wholewheat bread, pea soup, let- 
tuce’ salad with mayonnaise, prune 
whip and milk.would be the entice- 
ment lunch, 

Finally, the model meal for dinner 
would be fried liver, one baked pota- 
to, sliced raw carrots, cabbage salad 
and mayonnaise dressing, applesauce 
and milk. - .
